tory, although except mimma the musical 
institute at East Greenwich was a con- 
servatory. 
A few yearn later ho came to 


Hoston, bringing with him Hovenil oi; his 
best teachers, and obtaining rooms in the 
Music Hall building. In 1870 his con- 
servatory was incorporated by the Legisla- 
ture, under tho name which it uow boars,

A HARVARD MEMORIAL WINDOW. 


The menioi'ial window dedicated by the 


Harvard class of M50 to their fellow-stn- 
deuts who fell fighting for their country 
during the civil strife is now almost com- 
pleted. 
As Keen-at Mr. John La Farge's 


atelier, it'is of exceptional beauty. 
The 


artist in his design hasiucorpomted two 
leading figures, which led a host to 
the fray. 
The first one, a young intm, 


holds aloft a standard. 
Tin? second lig- 


ure, who poises his lance, follows the 
leader. 
Behind are a host of moving 


figures. The style of the work and its 
artistic treatment recnll the Italian jcliool 
during the last half century. It is ulle- 
gorical, but only in n limited sense. The 
conception is that men, in all the vigor 
of youth, conscious of the justice of their 
cause, 
are advancing on the enemy, 


ready to laj' down their lives in the strug- 
gle. The main figure, whose head is cov- 
ered with a red cap, has nobleness of 
feature, fine pose, and is virile to a de- 
gree. 


When the technical treatment of the 


subject is considered, with the material 
used, which in glass, it must strike any 
one how vast are its capabilities. 
The 


colors flash wheu the artist wants them 
to, until in spots the picture is all ablaze, 
and theu again, us if by contrast, there 
•nre the darker and more sombre tints. 
One figure bears a shield,* which glistens 
with inetallic steel lustres, while in its 
centre a Gorgon's head stands out in 
gold. Above all thin, in heavy folds, 
streams out the flag of the standard 
fearer. 
The clouds are blown by the 


Ktorm, though there are bright hues here 
and there, goldeh gleams beaming against 
the nuirkiuesK of the driven heavens. 
Effects are produced not only by the 
subtler means of artistic conception, but 
the material methods employed iu the 
work show surprising skill. Whereas iu 
okl stained glass the entire surfaces were 
dead flat, the light showing only such 
differences as were due .to the medium 
being of a lighter or dark color, in Mr. 
La Farge's work the most striking ef- 
fects are produced by varying the thick- 
ness of the glass. 
As a composite work, 


seen from very near, or when the hand 
can touch it, nothing can be more irreg- 
ular than tlie sin-face. 
Here are depres- 


sions of im inch or mnrn, while for cer- 
tain effects the glass is an inch or more 
thick. In this w.iy plays of color as scin- 
tillating as the lambent fires of precio;:;; 
stones can be brought out, and with them 
the deepest and densest shadows. Wlien 
it is remembered that the greatest of all
